When asked why, he says ‘Because it’s my name and | 
cannot have another.’ and to me that's such a powerful line,” Mrs.

When she 
touched the wall, Emma wasn't sure if she had 
done so first. Soon the scoreboard showed she 
had won, and the crowd went wild!!

State swimming Champ! When Emma returned 
from the competition, she was greeted by an 
excited community and treated to a parade in 
which she was the guest of honor. She was also 
recognized at a town council meeting and even at 
the State house in Indianapolis! Emma is 
extremely grateful to the community, school 
Officials, her coaches through the years and 
especially to her family for their love, support and 
encouragement. 

Goals for the future? Emma has just a "few!" 
Next year, she wants more state championships! 
Emma also hopes to have swim times that are 
good enough to qualify her for the Olympic trials 
in June of 2020. She even has Olympic dreams 
for 2024! Emma would love to attend a Big 10 
college, swim of course, and earna degree in 
something to do with athletics. She could see 
herself possibly even coaching at the college 
level. These dreams will no doubt come true-- 
since Emma has already been contacted by 40 
colleges and universities since her State winning 
swim.

_» Wh The last four years | occasionally noticed a student who used a wheelchair. | had not 

‘ee s §=— had her in class, but often wondered about her. Why was she in that wheelchair? | 
passed her in the hall on occasion and nodded her way or said hello. She was always 
pleasant and returned my greeting. It wasn’t until January of 2019, when she rolled into 
my Advanced Speech Class, that | began to know who this delightful young lady really 
was! Thais Carrillo. | had the pleasure of sitting down with Thais outside the classroom 
and she shared with me her story. 
Thais has a condition called cerebral palsy. Cerebral palsy is caused by some degree of 
brain damage that occurs during gestation or very early in a child’s life, that affects 
muscle tone, movement and motor skills. For Thais, her lower extremities are most 
significantly affected. Most would look at a wheelchair as something that causes 
limitations, but Thais feels very differently. While in elementary and middle school, she 
relied largely on canes to get around. When she came to high school she began using 
her chair almost exclusively and has found a much greater freedom with it! While there 
is no cure for her condition, Thais participates in different types of therapies such as 
water and music therapy. She has even participated in equine therapy. All of these 
have helped to keep her muscles healthy. 
While physically Thais might be different than her peers, she is very similar in other 
ways. Through her school years, she has made academics a priority and graduated in 
the top 15 of the Class of 2019. She has been very active in clubs and organizations, 
serving as president of the Psychology club. Thais is not sure exactly what she will do 
for a career but has developed a love for Psychology. She feels that Psychology is the 
perfect mix of the scientific method and the human element, so she will be pursuing a 
Psychology and Education major to one day teach the subject. Her plans are to attend a 
prestigious college in Maine where she has earned academic scholarships. There is no 
doubt Thais will do great things in this world! 
Thais said that people are mostly kind and unaffected by the wheelchair, but sometimes 
people like to stare when she is out and about. The best advice she offers is to treata 
person with a disability like a person! If you have questions, ask, don’t stare! 125
